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ASYLUMS FOE THE POOE. 


Peculiar Features of Charitable 


Work in Berlin. 


Refuge t<^> the Unemployed Fitted Up 


Under the Arctiea of an elevated 


Railroad Structure—A Model 


Permanent Aujlam. 


[Special Berlin Letter 1 


A peculiar feature of Berlin charity 


are the asylums for unemployed or 
temporarily embarrassed persons of 
both sexes. There is qui'te a number of 
these asylums, and they Jifterin nocom- 
imxljtions, size, nature of hospitality 
offered, arc! in the character of those 
seeking refuse iu them. Some of these 
asylums are maintained at municipal 
expense, others are kept up and more 
started entirely by private enterprise. 
The large number of thews asylums, 
both municipal and private, are closed 
during eight months of the year and 
only kept open in winter, a very uisc 
and practical move, since in this man- 
ner a regular and large tody of pro- 
fessional loafers is not sheltered atpub- 
lic expense, nor trained and nursed. 
But during the winter, say from Decem- 
ber 1 till April 1, the army of honest, 
deserving unemployed every year nor- 
mally rises to such height that asylums 
of the Icind spoken of are an actual 
blessing, nay, a social necessity. Ac- 
cording to the cemiiis of December 1, 
1895, 
there were almost 223,000 unem- 


ployed in Berlin that day, men and 
women and youths throw n out of work 
by the rigors at the season named. On 
June 15 of the same year the number 
of said unemployed—meaning bonalide 
ones—was, on tie other hand, but 45,- 
000, 
in round numbers. 


Quite peculiar to Berlin are those 


winter asylums called here "Stadt- 
baherhogen," i. e., fitted up,indifferent 
thickly rattled districts of the city, in 
arches of the elevated city railway. 
This railway, a state and municipal af- 
fair, rests on a magnificent foundation 


At a visit I made them recently I had 
pointed out, by one of the attendance,» 
few of the more notable "guests" of the 
establishment. Among them was a 
former university professor, whose ma- 
jestic head and hair of snowy white 
ill accorded with his brick-red complex- 
ion and alcoholic breath—he was a hope- 
less inebriate. And there were other 
cases nearly as pathetic, young men of 
high education, but blasted prospects; 
middle-aged men, once state officials 01 
merchants, but now w ere wrecks and 
ruins. Among tliem, too, there were 
faces of the well-known criminal type, 
such as Lombroso Mugc has loved to 
describe. But the bulk of the inmates 
were, quite evidently, simply unfortu- 
nates, out of \* ork and elbows. 


There are, of course, asylums here, 


maintained the year through. But of 
special interest are, I think, a series 01 
shelter houses for decent unemployed, 
built and kept up by private charitj 
alone. These haie all beer, builtduring 
the past five \ears, and they are verj 
much alike in their general character, 
all of them being decidedly superior te 
the municpial asj lums above described 
The most recent one of them, just fin- 
iished in November and now put into 
actual operation, I looked intothe otliei 
day. 
It is situated in Wiesenstrasse, 


fi\e minutes' walk from the "L" roa<3 
station Wedding. I hate jio hesitation 
in saying that iu its way it is a mode] 
institution. 


This asylium is built to accommodate 


700 adult male persons. There are 14 
bedrooms, and containing 30beds. The 
frontage of the whole structure is 221 
feet, and throughout it is constructed, 
quite tastefully, of masonry and brick 
The interior arrangements are as fol- 
lows: 
Through the broad portal one 


stops into a. vast hall, well aired arid 
lighted, and heated with steam. In this 
hall new arrivals must wait, then up 
and take their case until attended to 
Hegistry formalities

with, each of the now arrivals has to 
take a warm bath, 80 persons being ac 
commodated in each of the two large

of solid brick, and each of the 2.000 or 
BO arclu-s is high and capacious and 
deep enougih to yield the space of an 
average two-story house. Connecting- 
several of them, one obtains room and 
shelter, at the expense of slight mason 
and carpenter work, sufficient for sev- 
eral hundreds of inmates. And of these 
"L" road systems Berlin has about <i 
dozen, generally capable of affording 
shelter und warmth to some 5,000 home- 
less, friendless outcasts. 


As soon at, the weather becomes 


severe. 1 hose n^ lums are thronged, and 
the> remain that «a\ until -springoncc 
moiv shows signs of her j.pproach— 
tjstialh in this part of Germany until 
about M.uili 15. Kuril person applying 
for shelter here is. after conforming'to 
certain formalities and by obeying the 
strict rules and instructions, given a 
clean, wholesome bed, a supi>er in a. 
warm room, and next morning a bath 
and a cup of i-cfToe. But the same per- 
son jn.iv apply but five consecutive 
eights at the same asylum—that is one 
of the. inexorable rules. 
However, 


practically thisruledoesnot mean much

to the well-posted habitues of these 
places, for all he lias to do is to apply at 
the next asylum, perhaps ten minutes' 
walk distant, and then to the next one, 
end so on. 


These asylums are under the super- 


vision of the police, at least to the ex- 
tent of enforcing order and decency in 
them. 
But neither there nor at the 


other asylums, private or municipal, has 
the police the right to use the oppor- 
tunity for arresting malefactors of 
any 
kind. 
As long as they are

tation, andthisprivilege was considered 
of such importance, not only by the 
unfortunates themselves, seeking' rest 
and food in these shelter places, but by 
the populace as a whole, that an attempt

•t»g.

Linen is 
ivashed by .strain, if called for, during 
the night and .ready for the owner ir 
the morning. 


A substantial and well-cooked mea' 


is then served in t he din ing-room, whiclj 
lias a length of 145 fret. Those whoso 
bodily ''ondition requires some extra 
care receive it, ajid lli-y, too, get spe- 
cial fare. The bedrooms are on a par 
with the rest —wholesome and comfort- 
able, and the bedding is of the best 
The temperature is cvrnJv maintained 
at a hv gicnie level, and throughout tho 
whole house the ventilation, by a new 
system, is perfect, to that no unpleas 
ant odor is anywhere apparent. The 
whole building is fireproof. The light 
ing everywhere is electric—either in 
candescent or arc light. The officers 
and attendants deal humanely, evem 
considerately w i t h the inmates, al 
though a strict supervision is main 
tabled. Adviee is furnished gratis b^ 
an officer specially appointed for thi 
purpose, and a sort of labor bureau is 
run in connection. v\ilh the establish 
nient, which, I understand, is alreadj 
accomplishing much good. 


Berlin, of course, attracts during thi 


winter many undesirable elements o 
the population from all over Germany 
the tramps, and vagrants being especial 
ly a pest which even the all-powerfu 
and officious Prussia police finds it dif 
ficult to adequately contend with. Ant 
it is quite certain that among those wh< 
find nightly shelter and good food a 
these asylums, especially at the muni 
ca.pal ones in the "L" road arches, there 
are many of this category. Ontheothc 
hand, of the merely unfortunate clas 
of willing and able toilers, thrown ou 
of work for a time and having BO othe 
home to go to for the time, there is 
probably a great majority, ajid to 
them these asylums are a distinct bless 
ing.

WAS IN ILL HEALTHS DESPONDENT 


Body Crushed Under the Cars of a 


Freight Train at Reading, Pa. 


— Paaticulars 
of 
the 


Shocking Affair. 


Last evening the Republican received a 


telegram from Chicago stating that Mies 
Isabella Fulton of Decatur, bad thrown 
herself in front of a train yesterday at 
Reading, Pa., and had beou killed. There 
were no particulars and it was at a late 
hour last night before the details of the 
affair could be obtained. 


Miss Fulton was a (laughter of Mrs. 


Sarah J. Fulton, widow of Mrs. Qeorge 
W. Fulton, whose home is at 1153 North 
Water street. Her sisters are Mrs. Laura 
Corley, wife ot Attorney D. C. Corley, 
Miss Aruminta Fulton, teacher in the 
Girls' High school at Reading, Pa., and 
her brothers are George B. Fulton and 
William Fulton. It is learned that about 
a week ago Miss Fulton was In Decutur 
on a visit, having given up her school In 
Chicago on account of ill health. Since 
girlhood she bad been of a very nervous 
temperament, and finally she thought It 
best to take a rest. When she left home 
it was to go to Reading, Pa., to visit bar 
sister. It was her purpose to return to 
the city. 


Story of the Fatality. 


This Is the story of the fatality as relat- 


ed In a telegram sent out from Chicago 
last night: 


Miss Isabel Fulton, bead teacher In the 


Hammond school, at Twenty-first place, 
near California avenue, Chicago, threw 
herself in front of a freight train at Read- 
ing, Pa., and was cut to pieces. For a 
time her identity was unknown, but a 
slip of papor found in the folds of her 
dress with her name and number of her 


^d at which she was stopping showed 


tier rash act to be premeditated. 


Three weeks ago Miss Fulton was In 


her place at the Hammond school. Then 
her physician, Dr. P. S. Whidden, and 
Superintendent Sabin of the city schools, 
prevailed upon her to take a vacation as 
she was suffering from nervous prostra- 
tion induced by overwork. She reluct- 
antly accepted a leavo of absence and 
went to her old home in Decatur for a 
visit with her mother. Later she went 
on a visit to her sister, Miss Minta Ful- 
ton, in Reading. Hut her mental condi- 
tion did not improve. She grow more de- 
spondent every day. Her sister, who ig a 
teacher in the Girls' high school in Read- 
ing, 
begged her to accompany her to 


bobnul thinking a walk would serve to di- 
vert her gloomy thoughts. 
Sho wont 


willingly enough and parted with Minta 
at the door of the school and turning, 
walked slowly lack. 


A little while afterward a special po- 


liceman walking down the Pennsylvania 
tracks, saw a sty'lshly dressed and pretty 
woman walking along the bonk between 
the railroid and the canal north of the 
Pennsylvania depot. Two or three times 
the woman stopped and looked in the di- 
rection of the canal, and once she walked 
to the edgo of the embankment and stood 
looking down Into the dark muddy wa- 
ters of the canal. 


Once she made a motion as though she 


wouH jump in and the policeman ran to- 
ward her. Then she drew back and con- 
tinued walking unconcernedly along the 
tracks. The policeman stopped and stood 
Irresolute, A freight train camo rushing 
along at the rate of thirty miles an hour, 
but the woman did not seem to pay any 
attention to It. She was on tbo opposite 
track to the one the freight train was on 
and In no danger, so the policeman was 
about to turn and go back when he saw 
the woman lift her bead and look up at 
tho train, now only a few yards away 
from her. 


Then she sprang across the rails and 


threw herself down on the track In front 
of the engine. Almost overy car in the 
train passed over her before the engineer 
could stop the train. Three or four pity- 
ing trainmen raised her mangled body 
from the track and carried It to an under- 
taker's and an effort was made to discover 
the identity of the woman. For some 
time It remained a mystery, but a thor- 
ough search of the woman's dress dla- 
closed In the fold of a skirt a small slip 
of paper with the words, "Isabel Fulton, 
336 North Fifth street," traced across It 
In a fine hand. 


A messenger was sent to the address 


and from there to the Girl's high school 
and a little later Mlnta Fulton was weep- 
ing ovar the body of her sinter. Last 
night the news of Mies Fulton's death 
was received by her former associates in 
Chicago. 


Miss Fulton had been a teacher in the 


Chicago 
schools for six years. After 


teaching in primary grades for four years, 
ber merit being recognized, she was ap- 
polrted head assistant of tbe Hammond 
school two years ago. Miss Fulton's 
friends and associates say §he was of the 
brightest and moat optimistic tempera- 
ment in spite of ber mental suffering and 
ber suicide must have been due to sudden 


mental aboration. Her age was 38. 


Graduated In Decatur. 


Mias Fulton went through tho Decatur 


schools, graduating with high honors. 
She became a teacher at the Jackson and 
Church street schools and was principal 
of the Church street school for a time. 
She was a very bright young woman and 
tbe fact that she taught In the Oak park 
and Chicago schools for nearly eight years 
Is proof of her ability. It is not believed 
by her relatives that shejwent away with 
suicide in her mind. Her visit was to 
give her rest. If Miss Fulton did throw 
herself in front of the train It was done 
while her mind was temporarily unbal- 
anced. 
She sent letters home from Read- 


ing, but in none ot them did she intimate 
that she intended violence to herself. 
Mlsa Fulton will be remembered by scores 
of former pupils of thejward schools where 
she had taught. 
All loved and admired 


her, and will be shocked to learn_of her 
tragic death. 


The funeral will be held at 3:30 o clock 


tomorrow afternoon from the residence 
of Mrs. Heinor, In Reading. Rev. Dr. 
Tinehenor will 
conduct the services. 


Owing to the body being so badly man- 
gled tho Interment will be at Reading 
Will Fulton left for that city last night to 
attend the funeral. 
The body will be 


brought to Decatur for interment this 
week,

CODNTY POOR FARM. 


Superintendent Burley Makes His 


Eeport for the Year Ending 


March First. 


INTERESTING 
FIGURES 
GIVER 


In Regard to the Amount of Food Con- 


sumed by the Inmates and the Ex- 


penses for 
Running 
the 


Place for a Year. 


Tho annual report of W. C. Burley, 


Stewart of the Macon county poor farm, 
which be has prepared to present to tha 
board of supervisors, contains some inter- 
esting figures in regard to tho work at 
that institution. Seventy-nine inmates 
have been received at the farm and 63 dis- 
charged, and during the past quaiter 31 
were received and 19 discharged. There 
are at present 67 Inmates, 31 of whom are 
women and 38 men, eighi of these beiug 
children. Five of inmates are insane, 
two are blind and two are idiots. The 
oldest inmates is 83. Two deaths have 
occurred at tbo farm and two persons who 
died in the city were buried on the place. 


Tbe averagu number of persons on the 


place was 41, besides the steward's family 
and hired help which number lix more. 
The cost of living for theee people bag 
been remarkably low. There has been 
given 2444 weeks of board at a cost of a 
little less than 67 cents per week. Visit- 
ors and tramps who applied for food have 
also been given meals. From tho farm 
{545 worth of produce has leun sold ard 
tbe amount of money paid out bai been 
$1630.58. The expenditures for the year, 
beginning March J, 18%, and ending 
March 1, 1897, were as follows: 


Superintendent W. J. Magee, cash, 


$385.41: steward's salary, tlOOO, HO tons 
of coal at $1.39, $222.60; one-fourth of 
county physician's salary, $150; male and 
female help at farm, $340; clothing, 
39.40; dry goods, 80.75, boots and shoes, 
71.65; hardware, 51.77. 


During tho year 7925 pounds of flour 


and 4130 pounds of corn meal have been 
used. All of this has been produced on 
the farm. There is now on hand 600 
pounds of flour, 350 pounds of corn uioal, 
4000 pounds of pork, 300 quarts of can- 
ned fruits, 110 bushels of potatoes, 200 
pounds of beef, 100 pounds of eoffee and 
largo amounts of other produce. During 
the year 1600 pounds of butttr has been 
made, some of which has been fold and 
exchanged for produce. Mr. Burley re- 
ports that the sixteen milk cows on tho 
place reduce tho expenses just about one- 
half of what they would bo if without the 
cows. 
The sale of buttor creates a largo 


revenue and greatly lessens tho running 
expenses. 


Mrs. Burley, the steward's wife, has 


made tbe following articles with the dry 
goods 
which 
bavo 
been purchased: 


Twenty sheets, 45 pillow ilips, 8 com- 
forts, 2 quilts, U towels, 4 pairs of trous- 
ers, 18 dresses, 2 men's suits, 4 boys' 
waists, 14 undergarments, 22 aprons, 4 
shirts. 


The past winter 21 bead of hogs and 3 


beeves were butchered. 
There are 58 


head of cows and calves, 7 horses and 27 
head of hogs. The form of 200 acres at- 
tached to tbe aslyuni was put to tho fol- 
lowing use" last year: For pasture, 68 
acres were used, meadow, 27 acres; wheat, 
18 acres; corn, 49 acres; oats, 23 acres; 
potatoes, 5 acres; garden, 2 acres; orchard, 
7 acres. 


The poor farm is now In splendid con- 


dition. Steward Burley and his wife 
have cared well for the inmates and there 
has been a comparatively small amount 
of sickness. The 
management of tha 


place has been good. As cau be seen by 
the figures given above, the expenses 
have been every small and the farm has 
been made to produce all that could possi- 
bly be expected.

would now be on a tiocdtkle. For more 
than a twelvemonth DOW the amount of 
money In circulation In the United States 
baa been rtmdlly on tbe Increase. July 
1, 1896, about tbe time tbe Chicago plat 
form WM In tbe process of incubation and 
the month of the Popoorat was full of de 
mands for more of tbe circulating medi- 
um, tin total money in circulation in the 
United State* was 11,608.275.300, making 
•21.16 per capita on an estimated popula 
Won of 71,390,000. 


November 1, 1896, on tbe eve of tbe 


election, when the people of tbe United 
States were to give their verdict against a 
debated and depreciated currency, tbe 
money In circulation was (1,637,055,614, 
making 182.83 per capita on an estimated 
population of 71,902,000. 


March 1. 1897, on tbt eve of McKin- 


lay's inauguration, the total money in cir- 
culation In tbe United States bad risen to 
the unprecedented sum of $1,675,694,938, 
making |2». 14 per capita on an estimat- 
ed population ofj72,418,000. 


To folly appreciate this Increase of tbe 


money In circulation in tbe United States 
it is only necesaarv to say that in tbe last 
ten months it amounts to $I85,i)fi9,75S, 
or more than *a per capita of tbe entire 
population. 


While the absolute circulation bas pass- 


ed all previous hlgb water marks, tbe per 
capita circulation is still tl.30 below that 
of 1893. jaat before tho panic. But tbe 
per capita is now higher than it was in 
I89S or any year in tbe history of tbe re- 
public prior to tbat. Then why are the 
times not good aa they were along in the 
late eighties? Simply because good times 
depend on public confidence and indus- 
trial activity, and not on the amount of 
money In circulation. 
This Is simply 


tbe teaching of the old proverb that tbe 
nimble sixpence is better than a slow 
shilling.

easy When One Knows Hcrw 


Thsy Are Performed. 


Uoir to Climli a Ladder of Gilttrrine 


Sword* with Bare Feet—Dancinjr 


with Dare Feet OIL Sharp 


Glaus. 


A writer in the Scientific American 


saysthatofnllthedaringtricksthathave 
lieen introduced in the circus none have 
caused more comment than the one in 
which, a person, generally a lady, walks 
«ith bare feet up a ladder of sharp 
Fwords, treading1 directly on the sharp 
edges without any injury to the feet. 


It is amusing to a person who is, ac- 


quainted -with, the secret to hear the 
many explanations of "how it is done" 
offered by tie spectators, yet none of 
them ever come near guesting the truth. 
This secret has been so jealously and 
successfully guarded tiiat very 
few, 


even among the best informed experts, 
know how it is performed. That the ex- 
planation is as simple as the tr>ck is 
surprising, the writer will now show. 
From the illustration it will be seen how 
trve. swords are arranged in a rack with 
the cutting edges on top. The rack is 
usually about seven feet high, and eight 
swords are used. One of the most nec- 
essary points in tihe preparation for the 
trick is that the ruck should stand firm 
ami the swords fit snug and tight in tht 
slots made to receive them. 


Usually the spectators are invited to 


examine the rack as well as tbJe swords, 
and paper is cut with the swords to 
show that they are really sharp. The 
secret is not in the swords or rack, but 
in the preparation of the performer's 
feet. In a pint of water as much <ilum 
is dissolved as the water will readily 
take up. To the alum water is added as 
much sulphate of zinc as will lieon a, sil- 
ver dime, and thoroughly dissolved. 


A few minutes before doing- the act 


thie performer bathes the feet in this so- 
lution, and allows them to dry without 
wiping. Just before leaving the dress- 
ing-room the feet are dipped for a mo- 
ment in as cold water as can be secured, 
and at once wiped dry without rubbing. 


By lacing1 the feet squarely on the 


swords there is no danger, but great

RIDICULOUS SECRECY. 


Every Nciv Administration Seems 


to Bevel in It 


Offlce-Holdem, When Firm Clothed 


with Authority, Forfiret That 


They Are the Servant! of 


the People. 


[Special Washington Letter.] 


The new administration is lite all new 


administrations. It Is secretive. Ad- 
ministrations come and go, but they all 
l>egin in a maze of mystery. The politi- 
cal complexion of the administration, 
makes no difference. The subordinate 
officials make fools of themselves with 
equal facility, whether they believe in 
free trade, free silver, high protection 
or yellow dollars. 


Twelve years ago Postmaster General 


V'ilas, Attorney-Cien-eral Garland, and 
•ill the members ot Cleveland's cabinet, 
gave orders to their messengers, chief 
clerks and civil serv ice clerks to be care- 
ful to give out no information to news- 
paper men without, first getting per- 
mission to do so. As a matter of fact, 
the clerks Unevv w bat should be given. 
out as. news and vv hat withheld far bet- 
(er than the n-eu cabinet ministers 
•ould possibly know; for the cabin-et 
ministers Lad much to learn about ex- 
:cuti\e alTa.ii s. 


Eight jears ago the eaTMnctminibters 


of the Harrison administration came 
nto their places of dignity and power, 
and they at once ordered secrecy con- 
cerning administrative affairs. Legiti- 
mate items of news were hidden away, 
for no other reason than that the cab- 
inet ministers did not know their own 
business, and were groping slowly into 
new channels. 


Four years ago, when t he second Cleve- 


land administration began, the secre- 
tivene-ss of the officials «a,s more than 
usually dense and exaspeiating. It was 
caused largely by holdover republican 
clerks who wanted to ingratiate them- 
selves with the'ncn bosses, bj pretend- 
ing to closely guard important e.xecu- 
tive secrets. Of course, after six months 
of experience in even administration, 
the cabinet ministers Irani their bnsi- 
ivess, and are more communicative with 
thencwsg-atherors. lint, /our yoars ago, 
there was a den-sity of secrecy that was 
as maddening- as it was unnecessary.

thing. I knew that the sixth auditorof 
tjie treasury kept duplicate accounts of 
aJi postmasters in the United States, 
and that tJie books of the-auditor must 
always tally with the accounts kept by 
their third assistant postmaster gen- 
eral. The postmaster-general could 
suppress new s in the post office depart- 
ment, but he had no control over the 
treasury department. The ofiiee of the 
sixth auditor of the treasury is purely 
a bookkeeping office, and nobody ever 
goes there for news. Consequently the 
sixth auditor had never been ordered 
to suppress news. Therefore, when I 
went to tire books to get the names, 
salaries and dates of commissions ot 
postmasters nobody interposed any ob- 
jection. Thus the lists were obtained 
end printed in spite of the postmaster 
general. lie was afterwards told that 
this government has many ramifica- 
tions, and that there are various ways 
of ascertaining facts. 


Another news matter of considerable 


Importance w as linnler to obtain, and it 
required considerable effort and some 
expense to circumvent the officials who 
refused to give information. For every 
po&t office there ai e always two or more 
candidates, and sometimes as many as 
20 men aspire for a good office. All of 
the applications are kept in the office 
of. the fourth assistant postmaster-gen- 
eral, and no clerk can give out tha list 
of candidates for postniasterships \v ith- 
out authority to do so; and there is no 
other office in which they can be found. 
Postmaster-General 
Bissell declared 


that the names of candidates should not 
be published, because it would create 
jealousies ami rivalries in the various 
localities, aud that many candidates 
did not want their candidacy known in 
their own home towns. Thus the chan- 
nels of news seemed to be hermetically 
scaled. 


With a sort of bulilieaded determina- 


tion to get the news anyway, somehow,

Of course, where Great Britain, or 


Russia, or some other great civilized 
power is concerned, this government 
would not be justified in letting the 
world know what the other nations 
might want kept as an international se- 
cret. But in all domestic affairs Presi- 
dent Arthur was right in giving-recog- 
nition to the sovereignty of the people. 
It is to be hoped that the new admin- 
istration will soon learn to take a sim- 
ilar \ lew of the situation.

The people have a right to know what 


their public servant-- : re doing. Thej- 
have a right to know uhat the books 
show is be rg done. It makes no-differ- 
ence what parly is temporarily in. 
power, the administration is the servant 
of the ] eopie. Men who get into high 
official positions usually Buffer with 
cranial enlargement, and mistake the 
government for a persona! possession. 
Clothed with a litHe brief authority, 
they strut like Muscovite ducks, and 
imagine their waddling to be the more 
graceful when it is tlie more grotesque. 
When a man becomes pompous, he 
ceases to be a gentleman. When one 
ceases to be a gentleman, he should 
cease to be a public servant. 


The trouble with past administra- 


tions has been that advice has been too 
freely taken from s?lf-seeking, holdover 
clerks who womld magnify their own 
importance in order to retain their po- 
sitions. The same trouble confronts 
the present administration at the out- 
set. Without being a spoilsman, a man 
of experience in national affairs can- 
not but view with some disfavor that 
law which prevents a member of the 
cabinet from appointing his close per- 
sonal friends to positions near him.

PROSPEROUS MEXICO. 


The Model Administration of President 


Dial. 


Mexico is a republic in chancery; free 


as we are, but less licensed; happy, safe, 
prosperous under the system whereby 
we administer our homes; and proud of 
the remarkable mail who has done what 
no other ruler of modern times has even 
dreamed of being able to do. and who 
still keeps a quiet, steady fist in the 
waistband of the young&ter he 
has 


taught to walk. 


Within ten years the brigands of Mex- 


ico have been simply wiped out. It has 
been—to such as know the geographical 
obstacles—a marvelous achievement; 
and the political difficulties were as 
great. First, whatsoever brigand was 
caught, and Diaz h&s a way of catching 
—stood just long enough in front of an 
adobe wallifor the firing party to crook 
the right forefinger. There were no 
hung juries nor par Jon governors. Sec- 
ond, the same hand—so firm and swift 
to justice—knew how to open an al- 
ternative door. Nowadays the bandit 
needs not. There is something else for 
him to do; and he finds it not only sa- 
lubrious, but more to his tasic, to take 
u part in the development of the patria 
he was proud of even when he was her 
course. He would rather upbuild than 
tear down, if he haj a chance, even if 
there were no "Porfirio" andnorurales. 


I do not know anything in, history 


which fairly parallels these 20 years 
in Mexico. No other man has taken a 
comparatively dead weight of popula- 
tion and so uplifted and transformed 
it. The wonder is all tire more because 
to this day every other colony of Spain 
in the new world looks to be the worse 
off for the indcpencia. Whatever we 
may say of the theory of self-govern- 
ment, in practice not one of them was 
ever so miserably viceroyed or cap- 
tain generaled as it has been presi- 
denced four-fifths of the time since 1821. 
Very much the sume was true of Mexico 
until recently. It has had patrloticruler.s 
sometimes; but that they were at last 
sorry ruk-rb the very roster of them 
shows. Four presidents in a y*ar is 
hardly an index of (irosperity. 


It is not far to remcjjibpr when there 


was not a railroad in Mexico, and when 
other material conditions were in pro- 
portion. The actual Mexico has 40 rail- 
roads, with nearly 7,000 miles of track, 
and everything that that implies. Its 
transportation facilities are practicully 
us good as those of our western states; 
and the investment is far more profita- 
ble. 
It is netted with telegraph lines 


(with the cheapest tariffs in America), 
dotted with post offices, schools, cost- 
ly buildings for public business and 
public l>enefieence. It is freer than it 
w as ever before—wit h free schools, free 
speech, free press. It is happier than ever 
bei'ore.and more prosperous than ever in 
tbebonanzadaysof the magnificent »il- 
ver kings of Zacatec;ns a,nd Guanajuato. 
There are degrees, of course, by local 
variation of impulse or of opportunity; 
but there is progress ever} w here—ma- 
terial intellectual, rioral. 


If the \ipible prosperity of Mexico, in 


the fape of certain of its circumstances, 
shall seem enigmatic to sane people 
whose Ka,ne view H arc based on radicallv 
unlike surroundings, yet <m]y iprcirance 
can deny the fact. Mexico is admirably 
prosperous, in s$/ite of .'-eu'ii years'
